Eprror Dany Usion Vioerrs:—As 
your faithful chronicler of ing 
events in this neighborhood, it becomes 
A painful duty to inflict 
oa, you, and through you, w 
the readers of your live journal. at 
-where is Beaver Creek and the Califor- 
nia Mining District? I hear you ex- 
claim as you glance at our beading. 
All in good time my dear sir! you 
can’t expect to know“everything in a 
moment’s time, and we are nearly out 
of breath already. “To begin at the 
beginning,” as the old time gy ge 
hath it, about ten days ago, ef pati 
Major Gallagher's party started out on 
a pros trip to the north-east of 
“St District” rightly surmising 
that in that direction lay gyod mines. 
Three days after their departure some 
of the party quietly returned to — 
and infurmeg the Major that they ha 
discovered placer diggings, at the 
same time exhibiting excellent pros- 
pects. The matter was kept secret and 
the party started back with more pro- 
visions, and a hint to look for quartz 
leads as the “prospects shown were 
quartz,” not placer or wash gold. Two 
days after, the entire party of seven 
men returned to Shos Sins camp and 
reported having found one of the most 
extraordinary gold quartz ledyes yet 
discovered, situated about twelve miles 
north-east of the Shoshone Mining Dis- 
trict. They immediately organized a 
new district, with the above name, and 
elected Frank McGovern Recorder for 
the ensuing year. 
In corroboration of their statements, 
they exhibited a large quantity of the 
richest gold quartz we ever pnt our 
two eyes upon. The excitement at 
once became intense; no seven men 
were ever before so popular or so sud- 
denly overwhelmed with inquiries after 
their health, etc. You can bet your 
bottom dollar that few in Willow Creek | ¢ 
Camp slept soundly on the night of 
Sept. 13th, ’57. We “ken” one, who, 
it is said’ kept watch and ward through 
the live long night, that no precious mo- 
ment should be lost in getting the first 
start at break-o-day. By noun of the 
14th, the old camp was nearly deserted ; 
all gone to the new mines: your cor- 
respondent among the number, whio 
found damp in f.rding Jordon, Ar- 
riving there, we found the ‘‘Mayor,” 
who liad preceded us several hours,
